alert system cost $6520,00. It 
was paid for with donations from 
the general public 

In 1976 we purchased fire- 
inain’s pants, suspenders, boots, 
loves, Spanner wrenches and 
helmet shields for each fire 
man. These items cost a to- 
tal of $1550.00. Also in 1976 
we purchased each fireman a 
pair of overalls and light jack- 
et to wear for personal cloth- 
ing protection. Many times we 
ruin our clothing when fighting 
fires The above items cost 
a total of $65.00. 


Ferrin, all of the above 


was purchased with funds we 
raised through donations from 
the public At this point I 
would like to state that alltwen- 
ty of the firemen are also pri- 
vate individuals who are rene 
dering a valuable service to 
their community, I hope this 
statement will not be taken 
wrong since I am also a 
fireman, but it is made with 
all humility. I have only been 
on the Fire Department since 
July of 1975; I have observed 
the professionalism anddedica~ 
tion that these men have to this 
particular service to their fel- 
lewinun. We do not like having 
to ask the public for donations 
through roadblocks and the like, 
but it seems to be a neces- 
sity. If we had not raised the
